some Christians celebrated Christmas 
in the first century after the Apostles.

LITTLE THINGS ON THE FARM. 


Though Agricultural reports indicate 


fiat our general crops have not been 
so poor after all as was predicted, prices 
have as yet not sufficiently advanced to 
give the farmer fair profits for his labor 
" even though there be a full crop. While 
it is true also that other products and 
commodities have become lower in price, 
their decline haa not kept pace with de- 
cline of the staple products of the farm. 


Government data shows that the last 


season a crop yield of 600,000,000 bushels 
of wheat shows a depreciation of valne 
equivalent loabout*] 10,000,000; and on 
a cotton production of 9 000,000 bates 
there is an apparent shrinkage, as com 
mired with the price a year ago', of 495,- 
000,000. But against these losses there 
ace gains of 4163,00(1 %(KKI on coiu and 
oats, and (be gain on barley is a fair 
off-1 
set lo ttie small loss on rye and Ducb- 
•ttinsat. Tina "»'» >n corn, flue to a good 
crop, is th« one redeeming feature of 
this year's farming operations. The 
discovery of the value of wheat as stock 
food bas helped to oftset the loss which 
must otherwise lie suffered in producing 
wheat. 


Giving due credit to all mitigating 


conditions, the producers of the cereals 
are struggling against adverse condi- 
tions. 


Many reasons have been given for this 


condition, all of which must be taken 
with considerable allowance. Over pro- 
duction is supposed by some to be the 
main factor. Tariff and speculation are 
said to have much to do with it. Let 
the reasons be what they may, there is 
no money in raising wheat or any other 
of the chief crops on the farm. 


It will be observed that the farmer 


who is getting ahead is watching every 
detail of bis business. Little things are 
bringing in the money these days. A 
few cows, a few hogs or a couple dozen 
of chickens are worth more in actual 
cash than many of the crops which re- 
iiuire immense labor. The two advant- 
ages derived from feeding products when 
they are raised—the obtaining of full 
feeding value and the return to the laud 
—play a large part in successful farm- 
ing. 


These points-watching little things 


and good uianagsrnciit^will aid greatly 
in allaying the distress now existing in 
the business of farming. 


This is the season of the year for the 


farmer to do his thinking and planning. 
Fulure work may be anticipated now by 
making needful preparation and repairs 
to machinery and to whatever may need 
fixing. The little things among these 
and the general appearance of the farm, 
should be looked after. In fact the 
proper care of every minor detail as well 
as the larger matters will improve the 
place and help to keep the bank account 
in good'condition.

"The chai-ge is made with increasing 


frequency of late years that money is be- 
coming a most potent, if not a prepon 
derating, iactor in our politics. We can 
scarcely pick up a ijewspaiier of either 
party at election times without reading 
some it«in about large campaign contri- 
butions, expenditures or assessments. * 


"When such large sums are admittedly 


expended for offices, thesalariesof which 
are eonsiderbly less than the sum spent 
to secure them, we are forced to one ol 
two conclusions: either the perquisites 
and pickings of the office will more than 
reimburse the successful candidates, or 
rich men, ambitions of political hoaors, 
are -willing to pay generously for them. 
It makes but little difference which is 
the case, the result is the same—a low- 
ering of the standard of our political life 
and the jeopardizing of the maintenance 
of our free institutions.

'•'Indeed, the corrupt use of money in 


England to carry elections had become 
so general, and the conditions so grave,

The total number of 
clergymen is 4323; organized parishes 
and missions, 4S70; present number ot 
communicants, 580,507, an increase of 
17.420 over the previous sear. In t-'e 
Sunday schools there are 44.3S5 teachers 
and 400.566 scholars, v, hile in the paro- 
chial schools there are 018 teachers and 
7,996 scholars. There are OS institutions 
seven of which are under the direction 
of the General Convention, nut including 
four celibate orders for men ; '2-2 sister- 
hoods, and five schools or communities 
for deaconesses. T .1 o bishops have been 
consecrated, and one bishop hits been 
translated from one missionary jurisdic- 
tion to another, while 1-30 priests have 
been ordained. Three bishops and .38 
clergymen have died, and 20 members 
of the clergy have been disposed from 
the ministry.

Col. J. B. Baclielder Dead. 


A telegram 
on Saturday 
afternoon 


brought the sad intelligence that Col. 
John B. Bachelder died suddenly that 
morning of pneumonia, at his home, 
Hyde Park, a suburb ol Boston. Known 
as he was to our entire community and 
neighborhood for more than thirty years, 
this was a shock to all. AVitliin a few 
days after the battle of Gettysburg he 
came here in the full vigorof life, and, ap- 
preciating then that the struggle here was 
a pivotal point in the nation's history, de- 
cided to make this field a study and, if 
possible, develope it. How well he car- 
ried out his idea is told in the enduring 
granite and bronze monuments scattered 
nil over the many square miles embraced 
in the operations of the two great armies 
whose movements and deeds he has so 
graphically and faithfully pictured as the 
Government historian of that great battle, 
and as a member of the Battlefield Memo- 
rial Association.

Agriculture Notes. 


geuoiutbte »»<1 Pr»c-«<-jil Points on all Oir 


Deportment* of the Farm. 


A workbench in one corner of the 


barn, or in some suitable f\»ce, would 
enable farmers, in winter to mend many 
articles not requiring the skill of a car- 
penter or blacksmith. Toolsthatrequire 
but slight repair could be put in qood 
order for spring work during the winter 
months. 


Stock raising is a business that cannot 


be engaged in without experience. 
It 


requires time to grade up a herd to a 
higher standard. Where one is able to 
invest sufficient capital to securing su- 
perior animals at the start there will be 
a saving of time, and profits will come 
in sooner, but ordinary stock can only 
be improved by allowing a sufficient 
period of time for so doing. 


Rye pastures in late fall and early 


spring are used in the same manner as 
when the ground was covered with 
grass, and the animals are allowed to 
help themselves. 
This is a mistake. 


Green rje is composed mostly of water, 
and is very laxative in its effects where 
the food used during the winter has been 
dry. A little rye, however, is beneficial, 
but it should be used carefully and with 
judgment. 


It is not always advisable for a farmer 


to follow the practices of his neighbors 
in farming. Soils vary, and are profita- 
ble according to the kind of crops and 
mode of cultivation. Eveiy portion of 
a farm should be studied and the ex- 
perience of previous years used as a 
guide in govenn.^ future ope a'ion 
Experiments on small plots, with new 
varieties of plants, and the testing of 
fertilizer!) on small areas, with a record 
kept of such operations will enable the 
farmer to grea'ly improve his system of 
farming, and also save expense in many 
directions. 


A good butter cow should produce at 


least one pound of butter per day. There 
are hundreds of cows which produce 
double that quantity, but where a farmer 
has a herd he can just as easily procure a 
F"iind of butter from each cow as not, 
provided he will raise his calves and 
breed for butter-producing qualities. 
Breeders of pure-bred stock would not 
keep a cow in the herd that even produc- 
ed so small a quantity of butter as a 
pound a day. 


Agricultural subjects are lectured upon 


in some of the English schools, and the 
result has been very satisfactory. Chil- 
dren are taught to read and'learn of 
macy matters connected with farming 
that are different from the practical 
teachings on the farm. 


The seed potatoes should be examined 


occasionally. 
Should indications of rot- 


ting, or disease of any kind, appear, the 
potatoes should then be assorted. It is 
not wise to use for seed any potatoes 
that have even been in the same bin 
where diseiised ones have appeared. 


It is just as important to know how 


to avoid mistakes as it is to improve in 
every department. 
A single mistake 


may destroy the work of a whole season 
and result in loss where a profit might 
otherwise have been obtained. 


It is more convenient for animals to 


feed from low racks than when they are 
high. Hay is more easily placed in low 
racks and less loss will result. 


An experienced swine breeder gives as 


his opinion that it requires about three 
pounds of corn to maintain a 100-pound 
hog after it reaches that weight, any in- 
creased weight being secured only from 
the food in excess of the estimated three 
pounds. 


Get your compost heaps ready; mix a 


lot of leaves with the compost until the 
whole is light, but heavy enough to hold 
its place against the wind. Spread this 
over the strawberries not too heavily, 
just as the first heavy freezing begins 
Better anticipate a heavy frost. 


Statistics show that the entire agri- 


culture of the world furnishes employ- 
ment to 280,000,000 men, and represents 
an invested capital of $224,000,000,000. 
It is estimated that the civilized nations 
pay annually for food $13,700,000,000. 


One women in Guilford Centre, Vt., 


who manages a farm, not only manages 
it but does most of the work on it. She 
hired a small boy this season. 
Her 


husband's health is poor, but he woiks a 
little. 
Her farm contains about 200 


acres, five acres of which were under the 
plow this season. 


Thirty-eight correspondents ot the 


Massachusetts Board of Agriculture con- 
sider hay to have been among the most 
profitable crops the past year; S3, pota- 
toes ; 21, corn; IS, apples; four, tobacco; 
three, cabbage; three, fruit; two, rye; 
two, oats; two, barley ; two, cranberries; 
two, peas; two, asparagus; and one, 
dairy products. 


It usually pays best to kill pigs by the 


time they weigh 150 pounds, and from 
that to 230. If allowed to grow much 
heavier than this the cost of food in pro- 
portion to gain is increased, except when 
the hogs become too sluggish and fat to 
take exercise, but after that the gain is 
at the expense of healthfulness of the 
meat when killed. 


It is said that four counties of Illinois 


raised about one-half of the broom corn 
crop of the nation. The yield this year 
is a short crop, and the sales are running 
from *70 to $120, or an average of about 
$90 a ton. This Is nearly double the 
price of last year. 


Tlie greater the quantity of seed pota- 


toes planted, the greater the yield, says 
the Maryland station. A potato grower 
says it is also true that the larger the 
piece the larger and earlier the yield. 


There is better beaiih among roving 


fowls because they get the food which 
is best for digestion, and get the neces- 
sary grit to help the gizzard to its work. 
We should make this a study and profit 
by it. 


Blighted leaves and branches on fruit 


trees should be cut oft and burned as 
soon as discovered, otherwise the disease 
spreads from branch to branch. 
The 


past season has been remarkable for the 
prevalence of these blights. 


It is a waste of good feed to turn stock 


into a good straw stack, or to scatter 
(odder or bay upon the ground. The 
moat economical plan is to provide good 
feeding racks for feeding all of this kind 
of material 
Even when feed is cheap 


it is quite an item to save.

Poultry or Beef?

Starting with the assumption thatani- j 


mala are but machines for convertirg 
grain and ether feeds into more pala- ] 
table and nutritious if not more digesti- ; 
We forms of food for iiuiu, the question ' 
is, what animals do it the cheapest and ' 
the most effectually? Because of the 
greater bulk of beeves, sheep and hogs 
we are very apt to consider them the 
best, but I am inclined to think that in 
very many cases the same quantity of | 
feed properly given to poultry will result 
inaslargea-quantity of meat food in a 
far more palatable and healthful form. 
The American people may still learn 
some valuable lessons from the French 
concerning the use of fowls for food. 
We neither cook them properly nor eat 
them judiciously. We do not make the 
most of i hem. We roast a turkey, put 
it on the table, and eat at one meal per- 
haps twice tlie nutritive substance that 
we would of roast beef or pork, and the 
financial man or woman of the house at 
once concludes that poultry is a luxury 
even at ten cents a pound. We should 
stop the hogt-ish way in which poults- 
is gobbled down. We must cook and 
serve it in such a way as to make it i?o 
further. More potatoes and vegetables 
should be flavored by and eaten with it. 
In my own case the turkey dressing and 
giblet gravy is almost as enticing as the 
turkey itself, and the subsequent "pep- 
perpot" is by no means despised. As 
long as it is considered proper to "lill 
up" at a chicken or turkey dinner, to 
long will poultry he eon&ideied a luxury 
and remain in slight demand, even when 
it is selling at the very low pi ices whicli 
now prevail. 


I believe poultry is worth as much for 


food, pound for pound, as roasting beef, 
pork or mutton, and that there is mom 
good nutriment iti a thict- pound chick- 
en than in five pounds of ordinary meat. 
We should, however, use it in a rational 
way; cook it so as to get all the nutri- 
ment out of it; and eat it in connection 
with a liberal proportion of cheaper food 
—in the form of potatoes, turnips ami 
other vegetables.— Country ftttiilmimi.

cost me $1,500 to do it, and I was out of 
pocket $1,000, but said nothing. The 
horse which I took back was the hand- 
somer of the two. I investigated care- 
Cully, making no complaints, a'.d found 
that the grower (a goodfaiincr in Liv- 
ingston county) was a strong feeder of 
wheat, and the horse in question was 
grain-foundered. 
If 
lieali-d up in a 


drive, and then chilleJ by standing, he 
would be as stiff as a stake the next day. 
lie was only six past. I have seen many 1 
horses condemned by Xuw York city 
veterinarians for navicular disease, whfu 
it was simply wheat founder.

conditioned on wheat will sell them- 
selves.

spected the flner sensibilities oT the hor.-e 
as found in a state of nature '; In stub- 
born and headstrong horses we see the 
evils of coarse treatment. -Many a poor 
horse is (logged for the faults oC lu:, 
master or deputy-master, and, it is likely 
enough, for the faults of the evil-temi^r- 
ed ignorant fellows by whom hi-i progeni- 
tors were "broken," a word too sadly 
true in the case of many of his rac' in 
another sense than the sens? intended. 
We' have seen rough amateur horse- 
breakers do all their ingenuity could 
conceive to strike terror into a young 
horse unaccustomed to the task they 
a ished to teach him. 
JSTot longsinee some 


of that class had got a. colt or filly be- 
tween the shafts of a cart. The poor 
caeature, beginning lo step forward, fell 
an unexpected weight, and, hearing the 
sound of wheels creaking, thought its 
safety was to stand still. 
At that 


moment a good horse might have been 
made by a few kindly words of ei cour- 
agement, accompanied by conesponding 
touches of the hand (those are unhappy 
men who do not know the power of the 
human hand, as the medium of express- 
ing loving kindness towards fellow men 
or towards the brute.) but the opportuni- 
ty was lost ; one of the "breakers" began 
drumming on the side of the cart with a 
stick he had in his hand. The fiantic 
fear of the unfortunate animal was ex- 
pressed in backing, i earing, and plung- 
ing, 
a course of behaviour for which 


kicks were introduced into the ''break- 
ing" practice. Interference put a stop 
to the torture for the time, but what 
happened when the "meddler" had turn- 
ed his back has not transpired. Is not 
the treatment of dumb animals, and 
especially of horses, a suitable subject 
of "technical" education V — Lmulun 
Live-Stock Journal.

TELLING- A HOUSE'S AGE.—"It is the pop- 


ular opinion among most people,"remark- 
ed Dr.A.K.Stockbridge, a veterinary sur- 
geon of Omaha, "that the age of a horse 
can easily be determined by examining his 
&eeth. That method will work all right un- 
till n horse reaches his eighth year, but 
after that he gets no more new teeth, and 
ihat means of telling his age becomes use- 
less. When a horse reaches that period 
where his teeth stop growing, a sort of fold 
or wrinkle becomes visible on the upper 
edge of the lower eyelid, and a new fold 
forms each succeeding years of his life, so 
that in that way his age can be easily de- 
termined, no matter how far advanced in 
years he may be." 


It is now estimated that over 100,000,- 


000 bushels of the wheat crop ot 1894 
will be fed to hogs and other stock hy 
the farmers. Wheat fed to stock is 
worth to the farmer 05 cents per busliel, 
and on land that will produce twenty 
bushels to the acre is a more profitable 
crop than corn. The discovery of this 
new way of disposing of surplus wheat 
has brought joy to the farmer and grief 
to the railroad companies, whose tonnage 
bas been reduced by the difference be- 
tween carrying the raw matei ial in the 
shapa. of wheat and the finished product 
in the shape of fattened swine aud 
beeves.
